THE FRENCH CRISIS, 

The latest French crisis appears 
to have been temporarily tided over, 
and a pledge of peace, for a time at 
least, with Germany given in the 
formation of a ministry by Mr. 
Rouvier, in opposition to the TBou- 
langer combination, How Tong the 
warlike spirit of the French people 
will tolerate the absence of Boulan- 
ger from the ministry of war re- 
mains to be seen; certainly it is 
not likely that the new deal will 
have very great permanency, 

The situation between France and
